Bicyclist deaths up in 2014 


7 Chicago bicyclists died 
in auto-bike collisions 
in 2014, data shows

Seven cyclists died in bike-automobile colli- 
sions on city roads last year, up from three in 
2013, according to data provided by the Chi- 
cago Department ofTransportation. 

An eighth cyclist died in Chicago after a 
collision with a CTA Brown Line train, ac- 
cording to CDOT spokesman Pete Scales. 

City transportation officials wouldn’t com- 
ment on the statistics Thursday But at the 
September meeting of the Mayor’s Bicycle 
Advisory Council, Department ofTransporta- 
tion Commissioner Rebekah Scheinfeld called 
the 2014 uptick in fatalities “significant.” 

The city recorded eight bicyclist fatalities 
in 2012, seven in 2011 and five in 2010. 

The U.S. census tracks those who com- 
mute to work by bike, and in Chicago that 
number has grown steadily over the past 
15 years, according to a 2012 analysis of city 
data published by the Department of Trans- 
portation. In 2000, the city recorded about 
6,000 people who regularly commuted by 
bike to work in Chicago, and by 2010 that 
number had grown to more than 14,000, ac- 


cording to census data. 

The city didn’t have the final 2014 statis- 
tics showing the total number of cyclists in- 
jured or killed in crashes with vehicles. But 
the numbers have increased in the past three 
years, from more than 1,300 in 2011 to more 
than 1,500 in 2013, according to data provided 
by the city 

Jim Merrell, an advocacy campaign director 
for the Active Transportation Alliance, said 
the recent fatality numbers and the crash data 
show the need for more protected bike lanes 
in the city 

“We believe the only acceptable number of 
fatalities is zero,” he said. “Whether it’s three 
or it’s seven, each and every one of those is a 
tragedy and unacceptable, and 100 percent 
preventable.” 

Merrell pointed to the Dearborn Street 
bike lane and the Milwaukee Avenue bike lane, 
where in some places bike commuters and 
motorists are separated by white plastic poles 
called “bollards,” as examples of streets in Chi- 
cago where the installation of protected bike 
lanes has been shown by some studies to make 
commuters feel safer and reduce collisions. 

“There’s an ever-expanding body of evi- 
dence that improving the safety of the streets 
this way for all users reduces crashes,” he said.

Winter biking 
contest gets 
rolling Saturday

Grab your balaclavas, boys and girls. 
Starting this weekend, the competition 
is on to crown Chicago’s king or queen 
of winter cycling. 

The Active Transportation Alliance, 
a cycling-focused advocacy group that 
co-hosts the city’s annual Bike to Work 
week, is hosting a winter challenge that 
begins Saturday and goes to Jan. 23. 
Whoever logs the most miles in the 
contest will win the bragging rights, 
organizers say And those who raise the 
most money during the event will be el- 
igible to win a bicycle and other prizes. 

The “Roll the Cold Bike Challenge” 
is intended to raise money for the Alli- 
ance, a nonprofit that promotes cycling 
and other green modes of transit and 
works with the city on transportation 
planning, according to Clare McDer- 
mott, the event organizer. It will culmi- 
nate in the annual Winter Bike to Work 
Day Friday, Jan. 23, where staff will be 
giving out free coffee and cheesecake. 
The organization is also giving out a 
free bicycle to the person who raises 
the most money over S500. 

Participants can sign up online to 
log their cycling miles over the course 
of the week and raise money, similar to 
a charity race event. There is no fee to 
participate, but to be eligible for cer- 
tain prizes participants must raise at 
least S25. 

About 6,200 people participated 
in the summer Bike to Work week by 
logging their commutes online, and 
by Wednesday evening no people and 
counting had signed up for the winter 
challenge, according to McDermott. 

More than 8,000 Chicagoans are 
regular winter cyclists, according to 
data from the U.S. census and bike 
counts conducted by the city, McDer- 
mott said. Active Transportation Al- 
liance estimates that the number of 
bike commuters is closer to 20,000 in 
the summer. Those numbers account 
for people using bicycles to take trips 
to work, school, or for utility and not 
purely for recreation or exercise. 

“It says a lot about Chicago’s winter 
biking community” she said. “They’re 
not afraid of a little ice and a little 
snow”

Wildlife ecologist Stan Gehrt and several col- 
leagues fitted six Chicago coyotes with GPS 
collars and four with “crittercams” around 
4 heir necks in 2013 and 2014 to study the ur- 
ban predator. This is what he found, accord- 
ing to an article in the National Geographic: 

» One GPS-collared coyote named 748 and 
liis mate raised a litter of five healthy pups 
inside a secret concrete den in the parking lot 
of Soldier Field. 

# Footage of the animals hunting revealed 
? hey eat a surprisingly large amount of wild- 
life, such as songbirds and rabbits, instead of 
the suspected people food and garbage. (One 
video sequence showed a coyote burying a 
squirrel carcass for later use.) 

» Urban coyotes have to dodge people and 
vehicles — and the GPS data reveal they do it 
deftly Chicago coyotes have learned to ne- 
gotiate roads, sidewalks and railroads usually 
udthout being seen or hit, despite tremen- 
dous traffic volume. 

a City coyotes have larger home ranges than 
suburban coyotes do, up to 3.4 square miles 
Compared with 0.4 square mile, probably 
because sizable parts of their habitats are too 
Imrd to use or defend, sveh as popular shop- 
ping streets.

Public divided on 
Obama library plans 


ByLeonorVivanco i redeye 
Proposals to put the Barack Obama presi- 
dential library on Chicago parkland stirred 
passionate debates during six hours of public 
hearings this week and divided residents into 
two camps: one that wants the city’s precious 
green space to be left alone with the other say- 
ing a library at either of the two South Side 
parks under consideration would boost econ- 
omies of the surrounding communities. 

The University of Chicago is behind the 
two proposals, one that would carve out 
21 acres of Jackson Park or 22 acres of Wash- 
ington Park plus another n acres owned by 
the university and CTA near the Garfield 
Green Line stop outside Washington Park. 

“Parks are not land banks. They are not 
empty land waiting to be developed,” Stepha- 
nie Franklin, of Hyde Park, said at Tuesday’s 
hearing at Hyde Park Academy near Jackson 
Park. “Land is finite and once it’s gone, it’s 
simply gone,” she said. 

Ghian Foreman, 41, who lives in Kenwood, 
said he viewed the library not as taking away 
park space but adding to it. “This will benefit 
our neighborhoods, our city on a global scale. 
How amazing would it be to share with the 
world our community? They can see some- 
thing on the news other than how many shoot- 
ings take place on the South Side of Chicago,” 
he said at a separate park hearing Wednesday 
at the Washington Park fieldhouse. 

Some residents at the hearings were skepti- 
cal of the process while others expressed con- 
cerns over how the library has the potential to 
gentrify the neighborhood. 

“I don’t like this notion of a blank check 
syndrome where we as the public must give 
up our own land, our public open space, and

Belgium police 
kill 2 in shootout 

With Europe dreading more terror, Belgian au- 
thorities moved swiftly to pre-empt what they 
called a major attack by as little as hours Thurs- 
day, killing two suspects in a firelight and arrest- 
ing a third in a vast anti-terrorism sweep that 
stretched into the night. 

The police raid on a former bakery in Venders 
was another sign that terror had seeped deep 
into Europe’s heartland as security forces struck 
against returnees from Islamic holy war in Syria. 

“As soon as I opened the window, you could 
smell the gunpowder,” said neighbor Alexandre 
Massaux following a minutes-long firelight with 
automatic weapons and Kalashnikovs that was 
also punctuated by explosions. 

After the gun smoke lifted, police continued 
with searches in Verviers and the greater Brussels 
area, seeking more clues in a weekslong investiga- 
tion that started well before the terrorism spree 
last week that led to 17 deaths in the Paris area. 
The Belgian operations had no apparent link to 
the terrorist acts committed in France. 

The suspects in Belgium were reportedly aim- 
ing at hard targets: police installations.

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COMEDIAN TREVOR NOAH 
DOESN’T SEE WHAT’S SO SPECIAL 
ABOUT CHICAGO’S SIGNATURE DISH

rowing up, Trevor Noah did not know comedy existed. 

Sitcoms, sketches and entertainment as a whole were a figment 
of his imagination. “Comedy” wasn’t a hobby, it wasn’t a business, 
it wasn’t anything at all. sely@tribune.com i @theseanwow 


Being born and raised in South Africa dur- 
ing apartheid with a South African mother 
and Swiss father solves that riddle. Racial 
segregation laws and strict National Party 
rule didn’t leave much time for Noah to en- 
joy a hearty belly laugh. 

“Comedy wasn’t legal for a very long time 
in South Africa,” Noah said. “It’s just never 
something you would know. One day eight 
or nine years ago, a friend took me to a bar 
where a guy was telling stories. I said, ‘What 
the hell is this?’ They were horrible, but it 
was fantastic. My cousin said I should try it 
and I never looked back.” 

Noah is now a 30-year-old professional 
comic pumping out stand-up specials, per- 
formances on major late night talk shows 
and appearances as a contributor on “The 
Daily Show”— as well as headlining comedy 
shows around the world. 

Noah’s big stand-up break happened in 
2007 when he toured as funnyman Gabriel 
Iglesias’ opening act. But now seeing his 
name plastered in lights across comedy club 
boards as the main gig? His life could not be 
more different from just two decades ago in 
South Africa. 

Noah spent short stints living in L.A and 
New York but now resides in Cape Town. 
He regularly commutes to jobs around the 
world— including his first headlining Chica- 
go stint Friday-Sunday at Up Comedy Club. 

“Some people call me crazy but it works 
out quite well for me,” he said. “I work, then 
I come home.” 


What can we expect from one of your 
shows in Chicago this weekend? 

Expect to laugh, that’s always a good thing, 
right? People can expect to be pleas- 
antly surprised. Technically they might be 
shocked, but I would rather use “pleasantly 
surprised” because it’s less likely they’ll want 
to walk out. It’s something different. I’m a 
comedian. It will be a fun night for every- 
one, unless they hate comedy 

Yeah, what the hell? Why do people who 
hate comedy go to comedy shows? 

I don’t know but some clearly do not want 
to be there and they’re clearly having a 
[bleep] time. 

You realize it’s going to be like 3 degrees 
Fahrenheit when you get here, right? 

Wait, 3 degrees Fahrenheit? I just looked up 
what that is in Celsius. [Laughs.] Wow, now 
I’m rethinking even coming. 

You’re saying a hot dog with 
sweet pickle relish, kosher dill 


won’t draw you here itself? 

I always thought I needed to 
go to Chicago because of the 
special hot dogs. It’s genuinely 
just a hot dog. Like we don’t 
get it in South Africa? If that’s 
what you think special food is? 
The best hot dog? I’d hate to see 
what your [bleep] hot dogs are.

[from America]. Seriously I come back so fat.

F thing. 


What was the weirdest part about living in 
America? Is it the excessive replaying of 
Taylor Swift music everywhere you go? 

Your portion sizes! Every time I come back 
I am shocked how much you can buy in one 
go. It’s the most ridiculous thing I’ve ever 
seen in my life. They’re apocalypse sizes. I 
bring different friends just so I can see their 
shocked faces for the first time. 

I feel oddly responsible for this. 

I don’t know why. 

Oh! And the public transit! It’s like every 
crazy person has agreed to be on public 
transportation. You’ve got to admire their 
planning. Bus or train? Doesn’t matter. You 
know there will be crazy people. I have to re- 
program my mind. Most of you seem like you 
have cameras on you at all times. Everyone

In your Twitter bio you say you 
were in the crowd when Rafiki held 
Simba over the edge of the cliff. Did that 
group go out afterward together? 

[Laughs.] I loved how big of a deal “The Lion 
King” was in America, but out here [in South 
Africa]? We were like, “Cool.” But yes, it was 
great in the crowd. We had lots of celebrating 
to do. The prince! The prince! We all went 
out then everything went wrong from there. 


You finished extremely well in 
“Strictly Come Dancing” [similar to 
“Dancing with the Stars”] in South Africa. 
What is something you aren’t good at? 

[Laughs.] I’m not good at any sports with 
balance like skateboarding or rollerblading. I 
can’t do that stuff. You know what’s weird is 
“Dancing with the Stars” in America is gener- 
ally for celebrities at the end of their career, 
right? But in South Africa and in Britain, 
that’s the show you do when you have made it. 




Which TV shows are you binge-watching? 

When I fly, I watch everything. I purposely 
don’t watch a show while it’s on.

As a Navy SEAL’S fearful wife in 
American Sniper/ Sienna Miller is 
finally ready for a real breakout 


You’ve mentioned that Bradley Cooper, 
who put on 40 pounds and trained with 
Navy SEALs, stayed in character at all times 
during the film. Do you have an untold story 
about that? 

Me and Clint and him went out for dinner 
one night, and I remember they came to take 
our order and [Cooper] was like (in Texas 
accent), “Y’allgot any red meat?” And we 
cracked up. Clint and I couldn’t speak for 
about two minutes laughing. Which wasn’t 
maybe that hinny to tell, but at the time it 
was hilarious. 

What kind of restaurant was it? 

It was like a really smart [laughs], really 
posh steakhouse. Not a steakhouse. No, no, 
no. A normal restaurant where they didn’t 
have maybe the red meat on the menu. But 


the way that he did it was this thick, thick 
Texan drawl. And the waiters come up to see 
Bradley Cooper, and it’s not what you expect 
at all: this huge house of an actor asking for 
red meat. 

Before meeting with Taya, did you have 
questions prepared, or did you want to just 
listen and take it as it came? [Editor’s note:

We started via Skype from London; she’s 
living inTexas.

As I, like most critics, haven’t seen 
“Cake,” I only can assume this was the right 
choice. 

» “Whiplash,” a “small” movie that opened 
the 2014 Sundance Film Festival, earns a Best 
Picture and Best Adapted Screenplay nod for 
not-quite-30-year-old Damien Chazelle (along 
with the guaranteed Best Supporting Actor 
nod for J.K. Simmons). 

» Bradley Cooper is really good in “American 
Sniper,” and while I’m sorry about many people 
not included in the Best Actor category, I also 
can’t complain about recognizing Cooper. It 
was a very crowded field this year; many were 
deserving of attention. 

» While there was no doubt, I’m happy that 
nomination locks like Eddie Redmayne 
(“The Theory of Everything”), Emma Stone 
("Birdman"), Edward Norton (“Birdman”) 
and Mark Ruffalo (“Foxcatcher”) actu- 
ally happened.

» Steve Carell, the weakest link in “Foxcatcher,” 
gets in, while so many more deserving perfor- 
mances-Jake Gyllenhaal in “Nightcrawler”;

» Likewise, Bennett Miller (“Foxcatcher") steals 
the best director nod from Ava DuVernay 
(“Selma”), who would have been the first wom- 
an of color to earn a nomination in that catego- 
ry. Hard to understand how “Foxcatcher” gets 
a best director nod and not best picture while 
the opposite happens to “Selma.” 

» Meryl Streep gets nominated for Best Meryl 
Streep-I mean. Best Supporting Actress-for 
Into the Woods.” An OK perfor- 
mance in a bad movie. Totally 
unjustified as Jessica Chastain 
(“A Most Violent Year,” my No. 2 
movie of 2014, which got squat) 
was left out.^ 


» “Life Itself,” Steve James’ great documentary 
about late, legendary film critic Roger Ebert, 
doesn’t get the nod for Best Documentary 
Feature. One of many snubs about which i’ll be 
shaking my head for days. 

» Robert Duvall makes it into the Best 
Supporting Actor category for “The Judge,” 
which is almost as lousy as “Into the Woods.” 
This should have gone to Josh Brolin for 
“Inherent Vice.” 

» While I don’t love “Force Majeure” as much 
as most, it’s pretty good, and it’s surprising to 
see it left out of the Best Foreign Language 
Film. Meanwhile, vastly overrated, 2-star mov- 
ies (“Ida” and “Leviathan”) earn their expected 
nods. 

» How is “The Lego Movie” not up for Best 
Animated Feature? Careful, or someone may 
change the Oscar-nominated song “Everything 
is Awesome” to “Everything is 
Ridiculous.”

Should have hacked 
into better action 


As soon as the end 
credits rolled for 
“Blackhat,” someone 
in the crowd shouted, 
“Boring!” Were it 
socially acceptable, 
many in the theater 
(me included) probably would have done the 
same much sooner. 

What a murky, dull excuse for an action 
flick this is, a far cry from the crackling 
cyber-terrorism thriller suggested by the 
trailers. Of course, it’s worth noting that 
“Blackhat” comes from Chicago-native 
director Michael Mann, who, yes, made one 
of the all-time-great crime movies (“Heat”) 
but recently seems like he invested in 5-Hour 
Energy and wants his work (“Miami Vice,” 
“Public Enemies”) to require a caffeine boost 
to sit through. 

Struggling to evoke brains while sport- 
ing an inconsistent American accent, 
normally reliable Chris Hemsworth stars as 
Hathaway, who looks like a model for Torso 
magazine but actually is an MIT-educated 
hacker. His old pal Dawai (Leehom Wang) 
gets Hathaway released from prison to help 
the government figure out who tweaked a 
code the duo created years ago and used it 
to either blow up a Chinese power plant, 
mess with the price of soy or both. Why this 
means Hathaway also will serve as the muscle 
on the operation I have no idea, other than 
assuming FBI officials (including Viola Davis)

looked at this supposed genius and figured 
they may as well get some use out of all those 
hours he spent lifting. 

Rather than becoming a complex, intel- 
lectually stimulating tale of international 
fear and technological warfare, the fun-free 
“Blackhat” mumbles its way to indifference, 
both literally (the sound mix is terrible) and 
figuratively (no one believes the love story 
between Hathaway and Dawai’s sister Lien 
{Wei Tang], please stop trying). The diaboli- 
cal plan feels like something Sideshow Bob al- 
ready attempted. Meanwhile, Mann seems to 
think he’s tackling some unexplored dimen- 
sion of modern, hackable life. Yet first-time 
writer Morgan Davis Foehl’s script taps into 
paranoia and vulnerability more feebly than 
1995’s Sandra Bullock-starring, watch-out-for- 
computers thriller “The Net,” and Mann’s 
depiction of information traveling through 
wires looks like a second-rate version of the 
path through the brain in “Fight Club.” 

One shootout recalls the glory of the spec- 
tacular bank robbery sequence in “Heat.” 
Otherwise, from lame lines like “I’m doing 
the time; time isn’t doing me” to the sense 
that Hathaway and Lien aren’t nearly as 
smart as they think they are, the empty, fruit- 
lessly confusing “Blackhat” likewise is about 
20 times less cool than it should be.

His 
wife, Anna (Jessica Chastain), doesn’t feel he’s 
doing enough to protect them and their three 
daughters, especially after someone shows up 
at their house with a gun. Abel learns why it’s 
not a good idea to run barefoot through icy 
snow. 

With his third feature, Chandor’s confi- 
dence hits its peak without ever showing off. 
The details in ‘A Most Violent Year” — not to 
be confused with last year’s ‘A Most Wanted 
Man”— are a thing of delicate beauty (By the 
way: This movie is less violent and talkier than 
“Drive.”) Chastain is searing; this is a charac- 
ter with attitude who doesn’t need to wave it 
around. When Anna wants to make a point, 
she makes it. And Isaac, also great in “Inside 
Llewyn Davis,” harnesses the vulnerable 


principles of a man trying to get out from un- 
der any number of weights. This is a riveting 
portrait of opportunities and leverage in an 
ever-relatable world where you can’t succeed 
alone and there’s always someone willing to 
run faster and do more to get ahead. 


Which isn’t an escape from morality 
of course. Without lecturing for a second, 
Chandor unravels notions of ambition and 
self-defense. His version of society is a loose 
accumulation of arrangements, with terms 
that are subject to change.

Only slightly better 
than you’d expect 


It wouldn’t surprise 
me at all if the idea 
for “The Wedding 
Ringer” sprang from 
#changeoneletter- 
films. Spend a few 
minutes concocting 
plots for “The Wedding Zinger” and “The 
Wedding Finger.” Seriously, think about it. 

Those may not seem promising, but 
keep in mind that “The Wedding Ringer,” 
a movie that actually exists, is pretty much 
just “I Love You, Man” and “Hitch” smashed 
together. Doug (Josh “Frozen” Gad), an awk- 
ward dude with no friends, needs to fill out 
his wedding party So he hires Jimmy (Kevin 
Hart), who really calls himself a wedding 
ringer, to pose as his best man and round up a 
crop of shockingly random dudes (including 
Affion Crockett and Jorge Garcia of “Lost”) 
to act as groomsmen. Fortunately Doug’s 
actually a good dancer, so there’s no scene of

Jimmy showing his square employer how to 
move it. There is a moment, however, when 
the professional best man exclaims, “[Bleep- 
ing] white people!” 

The result is a movie that’s slightly better 
than you expect when you watch it on the 
plane — while being glad you waited to see it 
until you were killing time, half-asleep. Much 
of that comes from the rapport between 
Hart, again proving he’s at his most win- 
ning when allowed to quiet down, and Gad, 
a bland presence on his own (I recommend 
picturing him as an animated snowman) but 
a nice fit with his co-star. A movie about 
friendship needs guys who can hit it off cred- 
ibly, and “The Wedding Ringer” has it. 

It also has a gag involving a dog licking 
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peanut butter off a man’s penis and be- 
lieves nothing could be funnier than setting 
grandma on fire. The depiction of the female 
characters (including Kaley Cuoco-Sweeting 
as Doug’s fiancee) is horrendous; the portrait 
of weddings suggests they exist only for 
brides, with no understanding of a real, lov- 
ing partnership. 

So co-writers Jeremy Garelick (who also 


directed) and Jay Lavender, who also wrote 
“The Break-Up,” clearly have scattered im- 
pulses. It’s evident from the opening scene, 
a funny display of Doug calling guys he knew 
a long time ago and having them turn down 
the opportunity to stand up in his wedding or 
even attend. Then Doug crashes through his 
glass desk, ’cause why settle for verbal humor 
when you can have Gad falling down?

violins to show off. This is obvious. 

While it’s nowhere near as misjudged as 
the offensive, 9/11-exploiting “Extremely 
Loud and Incredibly Close”— Oscars, you 
will never atone for that Best Picture nom- 
ination— “Still Alice” includes a few scenes 
diluted by intrusive music. In particular, this 
happens as Alice (Julianne Moore), strug- 
gling with early-onset Alzheimer’s, frantically 
searches for her phone, which has an alarm 
reminding her to answer a series of questions 
to make sure she still knows basics like her 
eldest daughter’s name and her birth month. 
And it happens during a speech Alice delivers 
about her battle, in which she uses a high-

lighter to clarify what she’s already read and 
remind listeners that when she acts confused, 
that isn’t her. It’s the disease. “This is hell,” 
she says. “But it gets worse.” Moore’s perfor- 
mance, pretty much guaranteed an Oscar, 
makes the struggle authentic and powerful. 
But the music takes it down a notch. 

Elsewhere, co-directors/co-writers Rich- 
ard Glatzer and Wash Westmoreland (of the 
awful “The Last of Robin Hood”) show bet- 
ter instincts in adapting Lisa Genova’s novel. 
Sure, it feels needlessly ironic that Alice is a 
linguistics professor who progressively loses 
her ability to remember certain words. The 
film is simple and direct, rather than a discov- 
ery A late scene tries to generate tension as if 
it were a thriller, not a sad, honest depiction 



of a debilitating illness. But this portrait of a 
family feels right. Alice’s husband (Alec Bald- 
win) supports her and maintains patience 
but isn’t as courageous or devoted as Gordon 
Pinsent in Sarah Polley’s terrific ‘Away From 
Her.” Alice’s youngest daughter (Kristen 
Stewart, continuing to prove she deserves to 
be taken seriously) grows up a lot as she real- 
izes what she needs to do to help her mother. 

But the movie, the past year’s second 
affecting depiction of Alzheimer’s following 


the documentary “Glen Campbell: I’ll Be 
Me,” belongs to Moore. She contains a storm 
of determination and shame as she feels her 
intellect, something by which she’s always 
been defined, uncontrollably slip away She 
says she wishes she had cancer; her husband 
can’t believe she’d feel that way He doesn’t 
understand Alice’s loneliness, and that just 
because a disease has a gentler, less physically 
painful decline doesn’t mean the experience 
isn’t terrifying.
